ey in circulation, gold coin, 
stand­ 
ard silver dollars, subsidiary silver, 
gold certificates, silver certificates, 
treasury notes of the act of July 14, 
1890, United States notes, currency 
certificates 
and 
national 
bank 
notes. 
The plan under consideration is 
to redeem all the present paper cur­ 
rency just as the fractional currency 
was redeemed by the Sherman act 
of 
1875, and instead issue what 
shall be known as the United States 
Treasury note. 
It shall be redeem­ 
able in “ coin,” but in the act the 
definition of the word is to be plain­ 
ly stated. 
The Bank of France has 
a law by which notes are redeemed 
partially 
in 
silver, 
and 
such 
a 
method has been suggested for this 
country. 
In connection with this 
advisability of passing a bill author­ 
izing an issue of notes redeemable 
in silver alone has been talked of.

would be no trouble whatever about 
his locating it. 
She told him to go to a certain 
spot, and then proceed a certain 
number of fence rails distant, and 
to commence digging at that par­ 
ticular spot. 
The negro did as di­ 
rected, but on arrival there became 
superstitious that some harm might 
befall him if he entered upon the 
work. 
Instead 
of 
prosecuting 
the 
search, 
he 
drove 
a 
number 
of 
stakes 
to 
locate 
the 
spot, 
and 
then 
abandoned 
it. 
This 
information became public a couple 
of days ago, 
and the 
gentlemen 
eomprismg tlie 
newly 
organized 
company determined to act on the 
old aunty’s pointer. 
They started out to locate the 
spot, but found all of the fences re­ 
moved, and it \vas with difficulty 
that a commencement was made. 
Finally,, 
according to the 
D e m o ­ 
c r a t ’s informant, the stakes driven 
by the negro fifteen yea^s ago were 
found, 
and 
yesterday 
work 
\vas 
commenced at this particular point 
by a negro in the company’s em­ 
ploy.

The postmaster, mayor and mar­ 
shal of Knob Noster have also re­ 
ceived many letters, but the most

by 
Charles B. 
Littlefield, 
cashier of 
the Knob Noster bank, from a lady 
in Illinois, whose name and exact 
place of residence 
Mr. Littlefield 
refused to divulge. 
The lady \vrites that she is a wudow 
with three small children to provide 
for. 
As long ago as she can re­ 
member she has had the gift of lo­ 
cating lost and hidden articles and 
has never yet failed in an under­ 
taking of this character. 
She de­ 
sires to assist 
the 
Knob Noster 
company, and she believes there is 
no impropriety in her locating the 
treasure for the prospectors, who 
will, she feels satisfied, recompense 
her. 
She then says she has never been 
in Missouri, and never heard of 
Kn@b Noster until the present ex­ 
citement came up.

says, 
on 
Uventy acres of a forty-acre tract 
that was once owned by 
a man 
named Dunlap, and a diagram of 
the lay of the land from town ac­ 
companied the letter. 
No man named Dunlap at pres­ 
ent owns land in tne vicinity, but 
Mr. 
Littlefield’s 
curiosity 
was 
aroused by the unique letter, and 
he set to work studying the diagram. 
He finally located the land and then
